19 (New) , The method of claim 1, wherein the 
transglutaminase inhibitor is putrescine. 
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20 (New). The method of claim 1, wherein the 
transglutaminase inhibitor is gamma-amino benzoic acid. 

21 (New) . The method of claim 1, wherein the 
transglutaminase inhibitor is N-benzyloxy carbonyl . 

22 (New) . The method of claim 1, wherein the 
transglutaminase inhibitor is 5 - dea zo - 4 - oxonorval ine p- 
nitrophenylester . 

23 (New) . The method of claim 1, wherein the 
transglutaminase inhibitor is glycine methyl ester. 

24 (New) . The method of claim 1, wherein the 
transglutaminase inhibitor is CuS0 4 . 

25 (New) . The method of claim 1, wherein the 
transglutaminase inhibitor is tolbutamide. 

26 (New) . The method of claim 1, wherein the disease is 
Huntington' s Disease .
